Teo enfwer thefe benevolent views, it is propofed 
to epen a fchool for inf a the blind in mufic, 
if they fhall be found capable of learning it, and 
* for teaching all of them the art of making whips, 
or fome branch ef the cotton or linen manufactory, 
and inftructing them in the do¢trines and duties of 
(hriftianity. 

As many may be’ difqnalified, by age and infir- 

mity, from learning any of thefe arts, and are 
incapable of doing any thing for their fubfiftence, 
it is yrepets ed to afford them fome pecuniary aid ; 
in the diftribution of which particular attention 
will be paid to the morai character of the objeéts. 

As foon as a fund can be raifed, an advertifement 
fhall be inferted in the newfpapers. to call the In- 
cigent Blind of this city and fnburbs together, and 
zk ene pf them will accept the offer; and to 
difribute «them into claffes of learners of mutfic, 
caren! of mechanic arts, apd fiich as are difqua- 


That feveral rooms be engaged, one for the blind, 
to beinftructed in mufic, and thereft for thofe who 
are taught the other arts. 

That thofe be.feiected, who are likely to learn

That fpigets and fiddles be hired, during one quar- 
ter, for thé Bliad to practife in their own houfes, 
and a piandlor’s be procured for the room in which

That the mufical pupils be likewife tanght fome 
mechanical employment, as an agrecable varisty, 
and that they may earn fomething duriig the time 
they are learning miufic. 

That all the blind be taught church mufic who 
are capable of it; and itis prepofed to have a 
fermon annually for the fipport of the charity, 
when the blind muficians and fingers will difplay 
to their benefactors their mufical proficiency. 

That the blind be fupplied with work by the 
Managers of the inftitution; who are to pay to each 
artificer the whole gains arifin: & ghee his labour.

One great object 
of the inftitution is to attend the morals of the blind 
of all ages, efpecially the young. 

Of late, an inftitution of this kind has been found- 
ed at Liverpool, where forty-three blind poor of 
both fexes have been engaged in different branches 
of mauufadtures, and earn weekly from 3s.to 6s. 
(fterling) each. They appear very happy in this 
new method of fpending their time. Eight are 
employed in making hunting» jocky, and ladies 
whips, which are fold for the hertefit of the charity; 
thirteen blind women fpin linen yard, and reel it ; 
another, totally blind from infancy, cuts out the 
cloth into fhirts, theets, and facks, and makes it up: 
four blind girls and a boy learnto play upon the 
harpfichord ; two make woolen mops ; eight old 
people pick oakum for caulking fhips; fix make 
bafkets and hampers, and cover bettles for expor- 
tation ; and two make rope bears. Thus, a clafs 
of our fellow-creatures, who were burdenfome to 
their friends or the public, and unhappy, becaufe 
unemployed, are rendered ufeful members of fo- 
ciety, and made happy in themfelves, by being re- 
lieved from extreme poverty, and what is worfe 
than poverty, that languor and wearinefs of life, 
which muft infeft minds that are vacant, er em- 
ployed only in brooding over their own misfortunes.
